Cresco, Iowa, Sept. 7. — Twenty - two buildings were burned here yesterday. Loss 
$100,000. 

The sanitary condition of the ill-fated town of Johnstown, in Pennsylvania, is still far 
from satisfactory. There are at present 250 cases of typhoid fever in the place, and 
there is every indication of the epidemic becoming even more extensive, 

Santa Anna, Cal., Sept. 26.—A fire which has been raging for the past two days still 
continues in the canyons. The burnt and burning district now exends over 100 miles 
from north to south, and to 18 miles in width. The loss is estimated at over $1,000,000. 


Munich, Oct. 12.—Nearly half the village of Stettin, near Wurzburg, was destroyed 
by fire yesterday, the conflagration originating through a child playing with matches. 
Twenty-two dwelling-houses, twenty outhouses and stables, and thirty barns stored with 
forage were burned to the ground. 

Halifax, N. S., Sept. 2.—The largest forest fire ever seen on Prince Edward Island 
raged west of Summerside on Thursday and Friday, Three sawmills and a large num- 
ber of dwellings and out-buildings are destroyed. Several people had narrow escapes 
from being burned. The rain which has fallen has partly subdued the flames, but the 
people are fearful lest the strong wind will again fan them into activity. 

New York, Oct. 13th.—Dr. Talmage’s Tabernacle at Brooklyn, which, like the late 
Rev. Ward Beecher’s Plymouth Church, is known, at least by name, in all English 
speaking countries, caught fire at three o’clock this morning, and, despite the efforts of 
the firemen, was for the most part destroyed. The fire is supposed to have been caused 
by an overheated fine. The building was very large and the damage is immense, being 
estimated at 8100, 000. 


A colliery explosion, involving appalling loss of life, occurred yesterday morning (the 
16th inst.), about four o’clock, in the Bentille Colliery, Longton, near Hanley. Volun- 
teers,Junder Mr. Potts, the manager, speedily descended the mine, but only to find evi- 
dence in the ‘number Of corpses everywhere lying about of how terribly disastrous the 
explosion had been. Many bodies have been brought to bank, and it is known that at 
least sixty persons have perished. Liverpool Post. 

Tue Recent Crcotons.—The latest American mail despatches bring particulars of the 
havoc made by the recent cyclone in the Gulf of Mexico. The destructive coast cyclone 
which caused the great loss to shipping along the Atlantic seabord, switched into the 
Gulf and lashed the coast of Campeachy as it was never lashed before. The vortex 
struck the coast of Campeachy on the 19th ult., and a gale from that date until the 21st. 
with a drenching rain, devastated the seaboard of the peninsula for miles. What 
damage}it has done outside of Isla del Carmen is not known, but if it has been as des- 
tructive elsewhere as it was there, there can be but little shipping left. The hurricane 
was so strong in the city of Carmen that it pulled up trees by their roots and flung them 
upon houses, which they crushed like eggshells. The inhabitants were terrified, and 
missiles of all kinds were flying about the streets, knocking in windows, destroying 
vegetation, and keeping the people from seeking safety in the open-air. All of the ship- 
ping in the harbor and about the island had been packed, and the scene among the 
sailors in endeavoring to save their vessels was in some instances grand, and in others 
heartrending, as vessel after vessel was driven ashore. Twelve foreign barques, some of 
them highjand dry on the beach, others partially submerged, still others with their masts 
sticking out of the water, two steamers, twenty schooners, and many smaller craft com- 
plete the list in Carmen Harbor. The names of the foreign vessels have not been re- 
ported. The number of lives lost still remains untold. It is expected that the Govern- 
ment report of the great storm will soon be published, furnishing the only authentic 
news which will ever be obtainable of the work of the hurrieane.— Liverpool Post.

GOD'S SOVEREIGNTY AND PROVIDEN

Tae history of Pharoah, also, furnishes a remarkable illustration of God's 
sovereignty in human affairs. Of him who was king of Egpyt at the time of 
the Exodus, it is written : “ And in very deed for this cause have I raised thee 
up for to shew in thee my power: And that my name may be declared 
throughout all the earth” (Ex. ix, 16). Not only was this wicked king raised 
up by the power of the Almighty ; but his actions throughout were subject 
to the will of God. Relative to this matter the Lord said to Moses: “ And 
I will harden Pharoah’s heart, and multiply my signs and my wonders in the 
land of Egypt. But Pharoah shall not hearken unto you, that I may lay my 
hand upon Egypt, and bring forth mine armies, and my people the children 
of Israel, out of the land of Egypt by great judgments” (Ex. vii, 3, 4). In 
this instance God is represented as “hardening” Pharoah’s heart, which 
doubtless was accomplished by witholding the softening influences of the Holy 
Spirit. He was left to himself and to the power of the devil because of his 
iniquities, God was just in proceeding thus, since there is no principle of 
right that can bind Him to be very considerate towards the enemies of truth 
and righteousness, 

Again, we read: He raiseth up the poor out of the dust, and lifteth up 
the beggar from the dunghill, to set them among princes, and to make them 
inherit the throne of glory; for the pillars of the earth are the Lord's, 
and he hath set the world upon them” (1 Sam. 11, 8). In these times of 
general infidelity there is a pride taken in being what the world calls self- 
made men. Even an excess of boasting by individuals of what they them- 
selves have presumably done is looked upon with a greater or less degree of 
allowance. The fact that there is sin committed in thus arrogating to one’s 
self all the glory for personal achievements, does not seem to trouble the 
public conscience very greatly. But when men assume that they have, 
unaided, carved out their own high positions in life, they are robbing God of 
a glory that rightfully belongs to Him and to no one else. The Psalmist 
says: Lift not up your horn on high; speak not with a stiff neck, For 
promotion cometh neither from the east, nor from the west, nor from the 
south. But God is the judge ; he putteth down one, and setteth up another ” 
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(Psalm xxv, 5-7) So-called self-made men should take the Psalmist’s advice 
and “lift not up their horn on high,” for their promotion is due to God 
Himself, and all arrogant claims which do not recognize this fact are an 
offence unto Him, being expressly prohibited by His law. 

The riches which men heap unto themselves are accumulated by the favor 
or providence of God. An ancient prophet writes: The Lord maketh poor, 
and maketh rich; he bringeth low and lifteth up” (1 Sam. 11, 7). The 
Preacher is scarcely leas explicit, saying : “ Behold that which I have seen; 
it is good and comely for one to eat and to drink, and to enjoy the good of 
all his labor that he taketh under the sun all the days of his life, which God 
giveth him; for it is his portion. Every man also to whom God hath 
given riches and wealth, and hath given him power to eat thereof, and to take 
his portion, and to rejoice in his labor ; this is the gift of God” (Eccles. v, 18, 
19). In the sixth chapter he further says: “ There is an evil which I have 
seen under the sun, and it is common among men. A man to whom God has 
given riches, wealth, and honour, so that he wanteth nothing for his soul of 
all he desireth, yet God giveth him not power to eat thereof, but a stranger 
eateth it; this is vanity, and it is an evil disease” (verses 1, 2). In these 
Scriptures we are taught that it is “ good and comely” for the laboring man 
to make the best of or be satisfied with his lot in life ; for “it is his portion.” 
God has so appointed his estate. We are informed also that the wealth and 
honor which the rich possess are owing to the favor of God, nor can they 
enjoy their blessings unless He grants them the power and privilege. 2 

Further, mankind could not exist in the world were it not for the provi- 
dential care which the Almighty exercises over them. They would at once 
die for lack of sufficient knowledge to enable them to raise food for their sus- 
tenance, The prophet calls attention to this matter, saying : 

Give ye ear, and hear my voice; hearken, and hear my speech. Doth 
the plowman plow all day to sow? doth he open and break the clods 
of his ground? When he hath made plain the face thereof, doth he 
not cast abroad the fitches, and scatter the cummin, and cast 
in the eee wheat and the appointed barley and the rie in 
their place? For his God doth instruct him to discretion, and doth 
teach him. For the fitches are not threshed with a threshing instrument, 
neither is a cart wheel turned about upon the cummin; but the fitches are beaten 
out with a staff, and the cummin with a rod. corn is bruised ; because 
he will not ever be threshing it, nor break it with the wheel of his cart, nor 
bruise it with his horsemen. is also cometh forth from the Lord of hosts, 
who is wonderful in counsel, and excellent in working (Isa. xxviii, 23-29). 


The marginal reading for the 26th verse, beginning, For his God doth 
instruct him” is as follows: And he bindeth it in such sort as his God doth 
teach him.” There is noScripture of which we have any knowledge that conveys 
to our minds such a sense of our absolute dependence upon God, as the 
passages just quoted. We learn from them that mankind owe to Him all the 
skill they possess in the art of husbandry. The farmer who knows enough to 
prepare his ground for the different kinds of grain ; who is capable of sowing 
intelligently the seed for his crop; who knows enough to bind his wheat, etc. 
properly that it may be cared for most conveniently, and who has sufficient 
sagacity to adapt his threshing operations to the various kinds of grain so 
that the kernels may not be injured, is enabled to do these things solely by 
the aid and assistance of God. 
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Now, while we cannot refer to other Scriptures which assert so specifically 
that the proficiency to which mankind have attained in other branches of 
science and art, in shipbuilding, railroading, and telegraphy, for instance, is 
wholly attributable to the aid and providence of God, yet there aré passages 
of Holy Writ which teach that for whatever knowledge and skill man 
Dossesses, he is indebted to the Lord. Thus it is recorded: There is a spirit 
in man ; and the inspiration of the Almighty giveth them understanding” 
(Job xxxii, 8). The lamentable condition to which the human family would 
be reduced intellectually and spiritually, were it not for the active agency of 
the Almighty in forming human character—in elevating, ennobliug, and 
enlightening the mind of man, is thus represented : “ But none saith where is 
God my maker, who giveth songs in the night ; Who teacheth us more than 
the beasts of the earth, and maketh us wiser than the fowls of heaven” (Job 
xxxv, 10,11). If mankind are elevated above the condition of beasts and 
birds, it is so because God has done the work. Thus the glorious achieve 

ments of the human mind are all due to the beneficience of the Great Creator. 
There is nothing in science or art—nothing that is good anywhere which doés 
not come from the “Father of lights”; and truly did John the Baptist 
exclaim : “A man can receive nothing, except it be given him from heaven” 
(John iii, 27). In view of this truth the advice Paul gave to his fellowmen 
may well be taken home to the heart and conscience of everyone. He says: 
“ For who maketh thee to differ from another? and what hast thou that thou 
didst not receive and if thou didst receive it, why dost thou glory, as if 
thou hadst not received it” that is from God, (1 Cor. iv, 7)! 

When we consider the abject and deplorable condition man would be in were 

he left to himself, and the astonishing heights to which he has been exalted 
through the providential care of God, we see how that same divine care must 
enter into the minutest details of every man’s experience. Advantages of 
birth, wealth, time and place of being are all owing to the goodness of our 
Father in heaven. In view of this fact let us consider how inexpressibly 
painful it must be to Him to know that in so many instances His goodness is 
denied, and that the very powers with which He endows His creatures are 
employed against Him, and exerted to frustrate His purposes. 

The sovereignty of the Almighty in this earth extends far beyond the 
narrow limits already mentioned. The very elements obey his will, and act 
in accordance with His commands. The deluge was brought about by a 
manifestation of divine power. The Lord said to Noah: “For yet seven 
days, and I will cause it to rain upon the earth forty days and nights” (Gen. 
vii, 4). At the time appointed the anti-deluvians discovered to their sorrow 
that God does control the elements. Those people are not the only ones to whom 
this truth has been taught most effectually. The Egyptians had a remarkable 
lesson given them in the same line. On a certain occasion the Lord said to 
Moses: “ Bebold, to-morrow about this time I will cause it to rain a very 
grievous hail, such as has not been in Egypt since the foundation thereof even 
until now (Ex. ix, 18). The fulfilment of this design is thus expressed: And 
Moses stretched forth his rod towards heaven: and the Lord sent thunder 
and hail, and the fire ran along the ground : and the Lord rained hail upon 
the land of Egypt. So there was hail, and fire mingled with the hail, very grev- 
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ious, such as there was none like it in all the land of Egypt since it became a 
nation (ver. 23, 24). This is an accouat of one of the most awful storms that 
the world has ever witnessed. The lightning was so terrific that it is fittingly 
represented as continuous fire which ran along the ground. But nothing was 
left to chance. The Lord purposed to make the storm a most awful one, and 
He succeeded. Every hailstone fell by divine direction, aad every bolt of fire 
was hurled by celestial power, and in accordance with the divine will. The 
prophet Amos shows us how completely the Lord reserves to Himself the 
power to cause it to rain, or to‘withold it. He says: And also I (the Lord) 
have witholden the rain from you, when there were yet three months to the 
harvest : and I caused it to rain upon one city, and caused it not to rain 
upon another city : one piece was rained upon, and the piece whereupon it 
rained not withered. So two or three cities wandered unto one city, to drink 
water ; but they were not satisfied ” (Amos, iv, 7, 8). 

There are those who will be disposed to look upon these examples as of a 
special character. In one sense they are ; but when anyone attributes to the 
power of God those storms, tempests, and rains only which are remarkable, he 
is in error, for the Lord brings upon the earth the gentle and refreshing rains 
also, even as it is written: Thou (God) visitest the earth and waterest it; 
thou greatly enrichest it with the river of God, which is full of water, thou 
preparest them corn, when thou hast so provided it Thou waterest the 
ridges thereof abundantly ; thou settlest the furrows thereof; thou makest it 
soft with showers ; thou blessest the springing thereof” (Psalm Ixv, 9, 10).

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UTAH NEWS. 
(Summarized rrom Territortal Papers.) 

Scott Anderson is now the regular correspondent of the Deseret News from 
Ogden. (The Saints are a forgiving people.—Epb). 

The loss at a fire in Ogden on the 23rd ult. is placed at $13,000, on which 
there is $7,500 insurance. Some of the inmates of the place lost all their 
clothing except what they had on. 

The crops at Springville are below the average this year, on account of low 
water, the grain being but a two-thirds yield, lucern seed average yield, vege- 
tables one-fourth yield, and hay one-half. 

The new Ogden State bank was opened for business on the 23rd ult., in 
the office of the Manders- Mitchell Real Estate Company. Its officers are H. 
C. Bigelow, president, John A. Boyle, vice-president, and A. P. Bigelow, 
assistant cashier. The office of cashier has not yet been filled. 

Two men were out logging at Bingham on the 20th ult., and while one man 
was swinging the axe over bis head, it slipped out of his hand and struck the 
other man on the wrist, cutting his right hand completely off. The unforta- 
nate man, whose name is Peter Marshall, was brought to this city and is 
being cared for at the Sisters’ hospital. | 
A gentleman who recently arrived in Salt Lake City via the Little Giant, 
says the amount of work now going on between that city and the state line 
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ig something enormous, Price canyon is literally alive with men, and the 
money spent there in straightening the curves, broadening the gauge, tun- 
neling, eto, must reach away up into the thousands. On one part of the 
system forty-seven miles of entirely new road will be built. 

The Springville Woolen Mills have been enlarged, preparatory to receiving 
all the machinery of the Wasatch Woolen mills, including the boiler and tur- 
bine wheel, all of which has been purchased by Mr. James Whitehead, jun. 
After all the machinery has been placed in position, it will take about forty 
hands to run the factory. The proprietor has now more orders than he can 
fill on time, but in about two or three weeks he will be prepared to fill all 
orders in a reasonable length of time. 


A flow of natural gas has been obtained in Ogden City, through the experi- 
ment of a number of enterprising citizens. The well is located on the corner 
of Twenty-ninth and Wall avenue, and is 275 feet in depth. Itis now the 
intention of the promoters of the scheme to put a gasometer around this well 
and collect the gas, thoroughly separate it from the water, and have a large 
torch on the top of the gasometer which will be lighted. This will show to 
visitors as well as to resident capitalists that gas exists, and in such quanti- 
ties as will pay to develop. No driving is being done now, the money for 
the experiment having been expended. The well so far has cost $390. The 
gentlemen connected with it have worked bard to prove their theory in face 
of the difficulties which arose, and the ridicule which waa thrown on the pro- 
ject from the start. When the gasometer has been put in they expect to 
show to all that they were right, and that Ogden can add natural gas to her 
many other resources, all of which go to increase her wealth. 

On Thursday morning, Sept. 19th, while President George O. Pitkin, of 
Logan, was leading his Holstein bull by a rope attached to its nostril ring in 
his corral at 2 the animal suddenly made a lunge at him striking a 
blow on his thigh and knocking him down. He had no sooner regained hi 
feet than the bull threw him to the ground once more. Never loosing his 
presence of mind Mr. Pitkin dodged the infuriated animal for a while, but 
was dashed forcibly against the corral gate, He still held the bull by the 
ty eg was fortunately quite long, and when thrown against the gate 
Mr, n, with great presence of mind, succeeded in fastening the rope to 
the gate post and made his escape. He was much bruised and shaken up. 
It was very wonderful, however, that his injuries were not more serious ; 
in fact it is surprising that he was not gored to death. The only thing that 
saved him was his presence of mind. 

Tux Utah Artesian Well company (Auer & Hines), in E. B. Hick’s addition, 
about one-half mile from the Sixth ward bridge, over Jordan, has been boring 
for three months. They encountered quicksand forty feet below the — 
which created considerable trouble. A week ago they got up shells, pieces o 
old wood, “~ indicating the bed of the old lake or a river. Then they strack 
three feet of clay, after which came water, which was struck Thursday, Sept. 
19th, in the forenoon, and burst up all at once. The flow is continuous and 
increasing. It is at the rate of 5,000 gallons an hour or 120,000 gallons a day. 
The proprietors naturally feel elated. Wells such as this scattered here and 
there throughout the territory would soon make the water question the small- 
est of our troubles, Mr. Charles Auer, one of the firm, has great faith in the 
artesian system, and it is a certain fact that he has set an excellent — 
one that it is to be hoped will be followed.
